INTERESTING 
LECTURE BY 
DEAN ADAMS 

Evolution of the Crust of the 
Earth 



MANY SLIDES 



One of a Series Delivered Be- 
fore Natural History Soc. 

The feature oji the meeting of the Na- 
tural History Society held last piglK in 
the Physics building was an address by 
Dean Adams on "The Evolution of the 
crust of the earth." The lecture room 
was filled to capacity, the ability of Dr. 
Adams as a lecturer being well known. 

Dr. Porter >ûk chairman opened the 
meeting with a few words on the pur- 
pose of lhc Course of Lectures on Evo- 
lution, mentioning the universality of 
the interest in Evolution and develop- 
ment Each lecturer specialized in one 
particular field with which he was com- 
petent to deal. Dr. Eve began with a 
lecture on the infinitesimal atom. Prof, 
Gitlson followed on the subject of the 
tremendous masses of the universe It 
was the purpose of Dr. Adams' lecture 
C-o bring together a-ml correlate 'these 
two extremities of ithe subject. Dr. 
Adams based his subject on the ques- 
tion: "Have we the earth in a finished 
condition or does it have a creative evo- 
lution?" 

The ordinary person of to-day regards 
the components of ithe crust of the earth 
as inanimate and permanent objects. The 
old Greeks had very different ideas in 
their minds. Many inanimate things such 
as oceans, rivers, mountains, etc., were 
endowed with life. 

In the middle ages the thoughts about 
évolution were confined to fa-mriful pic- 
tures depicting the creation of the 
world. No useful scientific work nias 
done because their fundamental idea as 
to the shape of the earth was wrong. It 
was not until the Renaissance Period 
thai: the scientists really began to study 
•he world. 

By means of lantern slides Dr. Adams 
showed the evolution of the crust of 
the earth. At one time the earth was 
entirely covered by water but in Ithe 
process of time the land has gradually 
heaved out of the sea. This is exemp- 
lified by the structure of mountains all 
over the world. In Scandinavia there are 
sea beaches as much as one hundred 
feet above sea level. In the valley of the 
Colorado river are thousands of stra- 
ta, consisting of beds olf sandstone, 
showing the different periods in the 
process of the heaving up. This is 
also ^hown in the Alps, the Rockies, and 
even in the Laurcntians. The sitrata are 
often found folded up and kneaded into 
countless pmitcms. A section of the 
Alps showed tin's particularly well. 

Besides being added to by uplicavals 
of the bed of the sea, the earth's crust 
is constantly being increased thy Vol- 
canic eruptions. There are many such 
in the world ami tremendous quan- 
tities of lava emanate therefrom. 

The earth's crust is also being con- 
stantly destroyed. This is shown by the 
"V" shape of river valleys. The water 
cuts deeper and deeper into the bed df 
the river and the banks are slowly worn 
down by the action of the wcalthcr. The 
material is washed down into the river 
and carried away towards the sea. At 
the mouth of the river this waste is 
deposited and huge deltas are often 
formed. Egypt, the delta of lire Nile, 
was formed in this way and it is a very 
•"ertile country. 

The decay and désintégration of the 
earth's crust take place above the 
«-110W line as well as in the river val- 
leys. Where the 'bottom of the sea has 
been raised up some sixteen thousand 
feet the wearing down process is car- 
ried on by moving masses of ice, glac- 
iers. The glaciers on account of their

' It is an undoubted fact that the undergraduates arc rather proud 

, ,that they have complete control over their athletic activities and 
would fight hard before they would give up any of their authority 
It is, similarly, a fact that the men in charge of the various clubs and 
societies about the college are jealous of the power they have and 
"do not wish interference from the central student authorities. The 
result'is that the individuals .work much harder for their respective 
.. organizations but that they arc . quite often working at cross pur- 
, ," poses with other clubs when they -should,- for their, own good, be 
.i'...,r working together. 

This session there has been a noticeable number of clashes 

among the organizations about the universities concerning the dates 
: on which they intended to hold their meetings or have their compe- 
titions. Definite dates have been announced for events only to be 
cancelled shortly afterwards when it was found that the same date 
had been set for another equally important happening. In some 
cases, there have been clashes in dates that have caused more than 
one major activity to seek the attention of the students on the 
-same day. 

. Before Christmas the officers of the Literary and Debating 
Society announced that the Alock Parliament could not be held 
for a long time to come, owing to the fact that the dates they hat 
fixed for its meetings were dates chosen also by other organizations 
' On last Saturday evening the hockey and boxing representatives o 
McGill were both seeking the attendance of the students at cxhibi 
ttons given by them, owing to the fact that the executives of both 
^ clubs had fixed the date. in ignorance of the. fact that the same time 

had been chosen for the. two athletic events. ( . 
ts.:-."". For the first time in, ma"ny . years., there will be a simultaneous 
appearance of two Intercollegiate teams in Montreal and both o 
them will be competing witli McGill representatives. This wil 
happen tonight when the hockey game between McGill and Toronto 
\vill take place at the same time as the Intercollegiate swimming 
competition. This is regrettable from the point of view of both 
competitors and spectators. 
' McGill is not big enough to have its attention directed to num- 

erous events at the same time. As a matter of fact, the main hope 
of success in the students' activities lies m the. fact that the under- 
graduate body is united behind every man who represents the uni- 
-vcrsity. Under the present condition of affair* .this is not possible. 
Would it not be better for each of the organizations in the col- 
•^1^ lege to give up a little authority to the" ccritral body in order to 
secure co-operation among all of theîri?'" A "Schedule Committee" 
: of the Students' Council could be given power to allot the dates on 
7" which events could take place and thereby avoid future clashes. 
Such a committee should at least have control . over the dates to be 
fixed by organizations appealing to the whole student body for 
support. 

In the majority of the universities the position of "graduate 
manager" has been formed to unify the athletic control. This has 
been suggested for McGill but has not been adopted and the con- 
<' •^•fusion continues, liven a graduate manager of athletics could not 
keep control over the activities not included in the program of sport. 
The Students' Council is the only central body in the university; 

is the business of that group of men to devise some means for 
eliminating future unnecessary clashes.

PEPYS AT McGILL 



Excellent papers on two attempts 
at reconstruction Were read at .t suc- 
cessful meeting of the Historical club 
held on Wednesday evening. 'flic 
President. F. H. Walter was in the 
chair, and the attendance was -ihc larg- 
est this season. .The first speaker. 
!.. C. Tombs, read; a most interesting 
paper cn tit led : .."The League and Its 
Work". He displayed a thorough 
knowledge, of the subject, first tracing 
the attempts to form' associations of 
nations for the preservation of peace 
from the Greek- city states in 586 B.C. 
to the Hague Conferences of 1899 and 
1907. ■ . 

The speaker then told- of the institu- 
tion of the League of Nations, and in 
ja, comprehensive manner, 1 gave the 
inain points of the covenant. He 
^followed this tip with a review of the 
work already 'accomplished by the 
League, which has dealt with almost 
every problem, political, economic and 
humanitarian, though frequently not 
attracting wide public attention. No- 
table achievements of the League have 
been the formation of an Interna- 
tional Court of Justice which is now 
in session at The Hague, the solution 
of -the Upper Silcs-ian' question, steps 
ta Icon for the financial reconstruction 
of Austria, and the repatriation of 400,- 
000 prisoners of war. 

The' second speaker, A. O. Lloyd 
deal with "Sovietism", a subject lit- 
tle understood but of vital .importance 
in the world today. the speaker 
spoke in a convincing manner, and 
showed a clear grasp of the subject, 
on which he declared no two writers 
held the same views. At the outset 
he traced the early attempts at so- 
cialism, enlarging on the" Russian Re- 
volution of 1905 when the Bolshevik 
party had its real beginning. He 
pointed out that Bolshevism and So- 
vietism were distinctly different, and 
one could exist without the other. 
'Bolshcviki" means "a majority", 
while the Soviet system is a govern- 
ment representation by occupations, 
not by division of. territories. 

The speaker dwelt on the various 
congresses under -the Soviet system 
from the rural to the All-Russia Con- 
gress. This system is extrcmely 
compilex and difficult to conprcliend. 
Xo property owner whatever has re- 
presentation in these congresses. 

The Honorary President of the 
Club, Dr. C. E. Fryer was present, 
and contributed to a large extent in 
the success of the evening by 'his in- 
'terestirig and instructive comment on 
two topics. The general discussion 
which followed the two paper;, includ- 
ed a talk on current events. 

An open meeting of the Club will 
be held on March 29th, at the Uni- 
versity Club, when Dr. D. Gordon J. 
Laing, Dean of the Faculty of Arts 
will deliver an address.

High opcr 
ating expenses could not be continue ' 
under the existing' circumstances. Ma 
tcrs eventually came to a head. " Ncv* 
arrangements were imperative and unti ! 
their completion publication was ne 
rcssariiy suspended. 

Tltc situation that has just been ovc- 
come feoes to emphasize the importai)' 
of our advertisers to the working of th 
Daily and consequently to the welfare 
of student-affairs. The need for the 
centralization of McGill advertising- 
control and the necessity of advising 
every advertiser from whom you pur- 
chase that you are. from McGill an:! 
want him to know it, will both be' con 
ducivc 'to the best workings of the stu 
dent-paper. They are certainly matters 
for the consideration of every member 
of the Students' Society who has the 
interests of the McGill Daily at heart.

niassiveness, carry very large deposits oi 
rack down with them in their path. 

Along the sea coast f.oo disintegration 
is taking place due to the' action of 
waves. 

Thus it is seen that the earth is in a 
pro-cess of creation and evolution. One 
may look back and see the beginning 
but there is no sign of the end. 

The hexlt phase of the lecture was the 
study of animal life and its importance 
in the study of geology. By means of 
skeletons found in the rocks tltc period 
of any strata of the earth's crust can 
be determined. 

Animals have gone through a long 
period of evolution. I: is a far step 
to the most highly developed mammal, 
namely man, yet the cause of this deve- 
fcpmcnt may be clearly traced. 

The 'animals progressed from the 
single cell, to the jelly fish, to the fish 
Dp the fish with lungs, to amphibians, to 
reptiles, to bud.;, to mammals and finally 
to man. 

Thus it is seen that the period of any 
strata of the earth's crust may be de- 
termined by the animals of thai: period 
but it is impossible lo determine the geo- 
logical time of these periods. The most 
accurate method of determining the 
geological time is by means , of -the phe- 
nomena exhibited by radio activity. By 
this means it has been shown that the 
earth's crust is âl! least one thousand 
rncll ion years old. 

Astronomically the citi'.h is a very 
insignificant part of the solar system. 
Originally it was part of a very much 
iargcr body. It was broken away from 
this body and gradually cooled down. 
Water condensed on it to form the sea 
pud the land rose out oi ".he sea. This 
was the birth of the earth. Whether or 
not it is proceeding on to its death is 
unknown. 

The meeting closed with a vote of 
thanks being 'tendered Dr. Adams for 
I the extremely interesting lecture.

>y Johrtny Carlton of the Dartmouth 
Outing Club, who covered 122 feet. 
The number of men who are becom- 
ing noted for the famous somersault 
on skis at that college Is outstanding. 
Before some 3,000 spectators last Sat- 
irday Bowler and a companion made 
a beautiful exhibition, which will be 
repeated in Montreal a week from to- 
morrow.
